Please introduce yourself + tell something 
about you relationship/involvement in 
hardcore/punk/underground — culture...like 
how come that you release a hc/punk zine, 
insted of working for Shell or Burger king? 


I rst started to get involved in the 
Hardcore/punk scene in 1986. at the 
. beginning of 1986 i decided to start a zine 
and get interviews sent off etc. and the first 
issue came out in June of that year. Since 
then I’ve done about one issue each year, 
and #9 is now out (summer 94). Before 
1986 I was into punk bands like 
SUBHUMANS, DESTRUCKTORS etc. 
Then I slowly began to find out about the 
more underground scene, mainly through 
the. PEACE double comp. LP and because 
of getting to gigs. From there I got into a 
lot of the great Euro bands of that time and 
was interested in the DIY international 
spirit that I think is so good in our scene. 
And slowly I picked up fanzines at gigs 
etc. and decided I'd like to get involved 
and contribute something to the scene. 
Since then it's become a way of life i 
guess, and I started to do tapes and a 
distro, and now I’m even releasing a 
compilation LP. All definately on a DIY 
basis which is how I like the Hc/punk 
culture to be. 
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In # 8 of RIPPING THRASH you said that 
it has been going for 7 or 8(?) years. It’s 
pretty long time - having in mind that most 
zines goes around for 3 - 5 years and then 
quit. The question is then: 

- Was there any certain reason why you 
decided to start your own zine? Any certain 
goal or something you wanted to achieve? 
+.finally what keeps you motivated? 


Yeah it's a long time. Like you said most 
zines do a few issues then quit. These days 
zines are in decline. I think - the zine 
culture isn't what it was in mid 80s when 
1 started my activities. Zines are a lot 
harder to sell these days, and so people are 


more relucant to do a zine, and i can't 
think too many UK zines that have been 
going for a long while. Having said that 
i've not done that many issues in the time 
I've been going, i'm a slow worker, but 
I'm not into doing a bi - monthly zine or 
whatever. i just put 100% into each # arJ 
concentrade on content rather than 
quikness. i don’t have a certain goal with 
the zine really, just to keep the scene 
going, and i try to help smaller bands, and 
a lot of worldwide bands, rather than 
sensationalised interviews with “big” bands, 
that might pull a few part time readers.! 
don't know what keeps me motivated 
really, sometimes I feel like stopping, in 
fact, at present, I'm cosidering whether to 
pack in the zine and concentrade more on 
the tape label, or release more records. | 
guess what keeps me motivated is 
managing to sell a few copies st gigs ot 
through mail order, and seeing the final 
product of a new issue when it arrives from 
the printers!! 
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Again it seems like you have been in touch 
with the scene for a long time. So what is 
your definition of this conception called a 
"scene"? Please spread some thoughts on 
the change within the scene - any good/bad 
aspects? we. 


So what is the scene? That's a differcult 
question. i don’t really have a definition for 
the word “scene” - i guess it is just a 
collective name for all the people that are 
involved in producing records, zines, 
putting up shows and including the people 
who buy the records, go to gigs etc. 
“scene” is a good word as any i suppose. 
Not something I'm too bothered about, it’s 
just a label. 

By the second part of the question I 
assume you mean how the scene changed 
over the years? I don't think it’s changed 
too much over the years. it seenig, to be 
less DIY these days, and there is less 
interest in zines, forign bands etc. i think a 
lot of the people in the scene in the mid80s 
pobaly dropped out of it, and they ve been 


teplaced by the vounger people, but i get 
the impression that the younger people are 
less bothered about DIY, they all scems 
only interested in the US bands, and even 
less gigs with forign bands (except the US 
bands, even the smaller UK bands get no 
coverage, and these bands find it difficult 
to pull a decent crowd at a gig. I guess the 
“core” in "hardcore" has got smaller over 
the last few years. But there is stil healthy 
DIY scene and some good labels. 

The scene has also changed in that it seems 
less political than in the 80's, a lot more 
bands dwell on “personal” issues, perhaps 
it's a result of Maggie's Britain in the 
80's!!! A good aspect of the scene 
nowadays though, is i think there is a lot 
more variety in the actual music, from 
melodic stuff, to noisy furious hardcore, to 
extreme thrash. bands try and play a bit 
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Maybe this is a cliche Q. but how 
important do you think zines are to the 
hardcore scene? i sometimes get the 
impression that a lot of people don’t give 
shit ....or lack of interest in zines and likely 
publications. what do you think?...Or can 


ou prove that I'm wrong? 
a he a 


Well, I think zines are important to 

scene, but i suppose really the best judges 
of that, are the bands. if bands gain some 
help through interviews, if they get a good 
response, then zines are doing a good job. 
And if people find out about bands that 
they get to like, etc. then zines are doing a 
good job. as a zine editor, it’s difficult to 
say, but I've got to know bands etc through 
reading zines over the years. There is not 
enough of them around just now though 
like I said earlier, and it's more and more 
difficult to sell a zine. a lot of people don’t] 
give a shit about zines, as i said in a 


Previous question Having said that, my 
last issue sold out quicker than any 
previous issues..so perhaps im doing 
something right.'! i manage to sell a lot of 
mine to people from all over the world, so 
that helps. But considering the size of the 
scene in the UK, compared to smaller 
countries abroad, zines don’t sell too well, 
and most zines seem limited to print runs 
of 300 or so. But there is always a few 
people who view your zine positively, and 
that makes it worthwhile. 


On to something else....everyones tave Y 
seems to be: Can hardcore/punk change 
anything? or more directly: What impact 
does/did hardcore on your life and points 
of view?

Hardcore/punk can HELP change things, 
but I think it also depends on individuals. 
The music/lyrix can make the listeners 
thinks about topics, but it still depends on 
the individuals as to whetever thay are 
going yo act on the influence, they been 
given. The older punk bands were quite an 
influence on my viewpoint, in particulary 
the lyrics of Dick Lucas from the 
subhumans. They changed my outlook a 
lot, and made me think about things I'd 
taken for granded before. In more recent 
years, I've listened more exclusively to 
hardcore, but that hasn't really changed my 
viewpoint anymore, my views have stayed 
the same. But like i said before, I think a 
lot of it is still down to the individual. 
Punk and hardcore has always contributed 
to benefits and good causes down the 


years.)

I've already said a lot about the UK scene 
and how it ‘s changed over the years, but 


" T haven't mentioned bands A few of the 


best ones. DECADENCE WITHIN have 
been going for now a number of years, and 
have released 2 Ips. They have recorded a 
third Ip, but it hasn’t got released yet - 
powerful, melodic and complex hardcore. 
OI POLLO! are still going on and gigging 
quite a lot - one of the more popular 
anarcho HC bands. DOOM have reformed 
and started gigging again. Dick Lucas is 
still active, now singing for CITIZEN 
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FISH, playing ska/regeae influenced stuff 
USEFUL IDIOT are a great new melodic 
hardcore band, funky stuff that reminds of 
the slower parts of BAD BRAINS 
SHUTDOWN have released one Ip on 
Swiss label OFF THE DISK, they play 
melodic HC/DC. And there are some good 
newer bands like BOB TILTON, 
KITCHERNER, DEAD WRONG, 
TRIBUTE TO NOTHING, KITO, MYA, 
MDM, and another of the best UK bands 
still going: ONE BY ONE
